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CHARTER 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Be it known, that whereas Justin Winsor, C. A. Cutter, Samuel S. Green, 
James L. Whitney, Melvil Dui, Fred B. Perkins and Thomas W. Bicknell, have 
associated themselves with the intention of forming a corporation under the 
name of the American Library Association for the purpose of promoting the 
library interests of the country by exchanging views, reaching conclusions, and 
inducing codperation in all departments of bibliothecal science and economy; 
by disposing the public mind to the founding and improving of libraries; and 
by cultivating good will among its own members, and have complied with the 
provisions of the statutes of this Commonwealth in such case made and pro- 
vided, as appears from the certificate of the President, Treasurer and Executive 
Board of said corporation, duly approved by the Commissioner of Corporations, 
and recorded in this office. 

Now, therefore, I, Henry B. Peirce, Secretary of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, do hereby certify that said Justin Winsor, C. A. Cutter, Samuel 
S. Green, James L. Whitney, Melvil Dui, Fred B. Perkins and Thomas W. 
Bicknell, their associates and successors, are legally organized and established 
as, and are hereby made an existing corporation under the name of the American 
Library Association, with the powers, rights, and privileges, and subject to the 
limitations, duties, and restrictions, which by law appertain thereto.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION 


Adopted 1924 


Name 


Sec. 1. The name of this body shall be 
the American Library Association. 


Object 


Sec. 2. The object of the American Li- 
brary Association shall be to promote library 
service and librarianship. 


Membership 


Sec. 3. Members. Any person interested 
in library work or any institution whose ac- 
tivities involve or are in any way related 
to library work may become a member upon 
payment of the dues provided for in the by- 
laws. 

Sec. 4. Honorary Members. On nom- 
ination of the Council, honorary members 
may be elected by unanimous vote at any 
meeting of the Association. 

Sec. 4M. Corresponding Members. Upon 
nomination of the Council any person emi- 
nent for his interest in library work, but 
who is, by reason of his residence in a country 
other than the United States or Canada, or 
for other reasons, unable to take active part 
in the affairs of this Association, may be 
elected by a majority vote at any meeting of 
the Association as a corresponding member 
thereof. 

Sec. 5. Contributing and Sustaining 
Members. Any person or institution eligible 
for or elected to membership may become a 
contributing or a sustaining member on pay- 
ment of the annual sums provided for in the 
by-laws, 

Sec. 6. Life Members. Any person 
eligible for or elected to membership may 
become a life member upon payment of the 
fees provided for in the by-laws. 


Meetings 


Sec. 7. Meetings. Meetings shall be held 
as provided for in the by-laws. 

Sec. 8. Votes by Institutional Mem- 
bers. The vote of an institutional member 
shall be cast by the duly designated representa- 


tive whose credentials are filed with the 
secretary. If there shall be no such person 
designated, or if at any meeting such per- 
son be not present, the vote may be cast 
by the chief executive officer of such institu- 
tion and by no one else. 

Sec. 9. Quorum. Fifty members shall 
constitute a quorum. 


Management 


Sec. 10. Executive Board. The adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Association shall 
be vested in the Executive Board, which shall 
consist of the president, the first vice president, 
the second vice president, and the treasurer of 
the Association, and eight elective members. 
The elective members shall be chosen by the 
Association, under the provision of the by- 
laws. 

Sec. 11. The Executive Board shall have 
power to fill all vacancies in office pro 
tempore, the person so elected by the Ex- 
ecutive Board to serve only until the next 
regular meeting of the Association, except 
that in case of the death or resignation of 
the president of the Association or his in- 
ability to serve, the ranking vice president 
shall become president. The election of a 
member of the Executive Board to the office 
of president, vice president, or treasurer shall 
create a vacancy in the board. 

Sec. 12. Meetings of the Executive Board 
may be called by the president at such times 
and places as he may designate, and shall be 
called upon request of a majority of the board. 

Sec. 13. Quorum. A majority shall con- 
stitute a quorum of the Executive Board. 

Sec. 14. Finances. There shall be a 
Finance Committee of three chosen by the 
Council, who shall prepare an estimate of 
the income for the fiscal year. The Execu- 


tive Board shall prepare annual and supple- 
mentary budgets, which shall be within the 
limits of the income estimated by the Finance 
Committee. No expense shall be incurred in 
behalf of the Association by any officer or com- 
mittee in excess of the authorized appropria- 
tion. The Finance Committee shall have the 
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accounts of the secretary, treasurer, trustees of 
the endowment fund, and all other accounts 
audited by certified public accountants, and 
report to the Association at the regular 
meeting. 

Sec. 15. Votes by Correspondence. Ap- 
proval in writing by a majority of a board or 
of any committee shall have the force of a 
vote, if conducted under the conditions speci- 
fied in the by-laws. 


Officers and Committees 


Sec. 16. The officers of the Association 
shall be a president, a first vice president, 
a second vice president, a secretary, a treasurer, 
and an assistant treasurer. The president, the 
vice presidents, and the treasurer shall be 
elected at each regular meeting of the Associa- 
tion. The secretary and the assistant treasurer 
(who shall be a trust company), shall be 
chosen by the Executive Board, shall hold office 
at its pleasure, and shall receive such compen- 
sation as it shall fix. 

Sec. 17. Officers. The president, vice 
presidents, secretary, treasurer, and assistant 
treasurer shall perform the duties usually per- 
taining to their respective offices. 

Sec. 18. The Executive Board shall ap- 
point all other officers and all committees of 
the Association not otherwise provided for 
and shall fix the compensation of all paid 
officers and employees. 

Sec. 19. Terms of Office. All officers 
and all elected members of the Executive 
Board shall serve until the adjournment of 
the meeting at which their successors are 
chosen. 


Council 


Sec. 20. Membership. The Council shall 
consist of the Executive Board; all the ex- 
presidents of the Association; twenty-five 
members elected by the Association at large, 
who shall be chosen, five each year, each for 
a term of five years; one representative from 
each section; the chairman of each standing 
committee; one representative from each 
affliated organization that is of national, 
regional, state, provincial, or territorial scope, 
and that complies with the conditions for such 
representation set forth in the by-laws; pro- 
vided no person shall be a member of the 
Council who is not a member of the Associa- 
tion, 
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Sec. 21. The president and the secretary 
of the Association shall act as officers of the 
Council. 

Sec. 22. Meetings. The Council shai 
hold at least one meeting each year. There 
shall be a meeting at the time and place of 
the regular meeting of the Association, and if 
feasible, on the first day of the conference. 
Other meetings may be called by the president 
or shall be called upon request of twenty 


members. Twenty-five members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 
Sec. 23. Duties. (a) All powers of the 


Association not otherwise provided for in the 
Constitution and by-laws shall be vested in 
the Council. 

(b) The Council shall determine all poli- 
cies of the Association as such, and its de- 
cisions shall be binding upon the Association, 
its officers, committees, and boards, except as 
herein provided. 

(c) The Association by a majority vote of 
those present at any session may refer any 
matter to the Council with recommendations 
and may require the Council to report on such 
matter at any specified session of the Asso- 
ciation. 

(d) Any question of policy may, by a 
majority vote of the Council, be submitted 
to the Association to be voted upon either at 
a general session or by mail as the Council 
may determine. 

(e) Any action of the Council may be set 
aside by a three-fourths vote at any meeting 
of the Association, or by a majority vote by 
mail in which one-fourth of the members of 
the Association have voted. Such vote by 
mail shall be held upon petition of fifty mem- 
bers of the Association. 

(f) The Council shall promptly consider 
and discuss such questions of professional and 
public interest as are referred to it by the As- 
sociation, its committees or boards, and it shall 
receive, consider, and promptly act upon all 
reports and recommendations made by com- 
mittees of the Association. 

(g) All resolutions coming before the As- 
sociation shall be referred to the Council ex- 
cept resolutions of thanks. 


Endowment Funds 


Sec. 24. All receipts from life member- 
ships and all gifts for general endowment pur- 
poses, shall, subject to conditions attached 
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CONSTITUTION H-7 


thereto, constitute an endowment fund, which 
shall be invested and the principal kept for- 
ever inviolate. Gifts for special purposes ac- 
cepted by the Association shall be kept in 
separate funds which shall, except as may be 
otherwise provided by the donor, be invested 
and kept inviolate. The interest shall be ex- 
pended as the Executive Board and the Finance 
Committee may direct, in accordance with any 
conditions made by the donors and in conso- 
nance with the approved policy of the Asso- 
ciation. All endowment funds shall, subject to 
conditions legally incident thereto, be in the 
custody of three trustees, one of whom shall 
be elected by ballot, at each regular meeting 
to hold office for three years from the date 
of his election and until his successor shall be 
elected. No money from any endowment fund 
shall be invested or expended except on check 
signed by a majority of the trustees. 


Affiliated Organizations 


Sec. 25. The Council may by vote affiliate 
with the American Library Association any 
national society having purposes similar to 
those of the American Library Association. 
The dues of affiliated societies shall be as pro- 
vided in the by-laws. 

Sec. 26. By action of the Council, state, 
provincial, territorial, and regional library 
associations and other library groups and 
organizations may be associated with the 
American Library Association and receive 
recognition in such a manner and under such 
conditions as may be provided in the by- 
laws. 

By-Laws 


Sec. 27. By-laws may be adopted and 
amended by vote of the Association upon 
the written report of the Executive Board or 
Council or of a special committee appointed 
by the Association to report thereon. Any 
by-law may be suspended by a three-fourths 
vote of those present and voting at any meet- 
ing of the Association. 


Amendments 


Sec. 28. This Constitution may be amended 
by a three-fourths vote of those present and 
voting at two successive regular meetings of 
the Association, held not less than four months 
apart, provided that notice of the proposed 
amendments be sent to each member of the 


Association at least one month before final 
adoption. 


BY-LAWS 
Adopted 1921 


Dues 


Sec. 1. Annual Dues. (a) The annual 
membership dues of the Association for indi- 
viduals receiving the A. L. A. Bulletin, except 
the Handbook and the Proceedings, shall be 
three dollars; for libraries and other institu- 
tions, five dollars, including the Bulletin, the 
Handbook and the Proceedings. For all mem- 
bers of the Association attending any regular 
conference, there shall be a registration fee of 
one dollar. The Executive Board shall fix the 
annual dues of individual members receiving 
the Handbook and Proceedings. 

(b) On payment of twenty-five dollars 
annually, any person, institution or organiza- 
tion eligible for or elected to membership may 
become a contributing member; on payment 
of one hundred dollars or more annually, 
any such person, institution or organization 
may become a sustaining member. Such mem- 
bers shall receive the Bulletin, including the 
Handbook and the Proceedings. 

(c) Corresponding members shall be en- 
titled to receive each year the A. L. A. Bulletin, 
including the Handbook and the Proceedings. 

Sec. 2. Life Members. On payment of 
fifty dollars, any individual member may be- 
come a life member. Such members shall 
receive the Bulletin, including the Handbook 
and the Proceedings. 

Sec. 3. Affiliated Societies. The annual 
dues of affiliated societies shall be ten cents 
per capita for all members who are not mem- 
bers of the American Library Association. 

Sec. 4. Chapter Dues. Annual dues for 
each chapter shall be five dollars, and five 
cents for each member of the chapter in ex- 
cess of fifty, provided the total amount shall 
not exceed fifty dollars. 

Sec. 5. Unpaid Dues. Members whose 
dues are unpaid on March 1 of each year 
and who shall continue such delinquency for 
one month after notice of the same has been 
sent by the treasurer, shall be dropped from 
membership. Lapsed members may be rein- 
stated during the calendar year in which such 
membership has lapsed without the additional 
payment of an initiation fee. 
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Sec. 6. New Members. Each new mem- 
ber shall be assigned a consecutive number 
in the order of joining and paying dues. A 
delinquent member rejoining and paying his 
arrears of annual dues shall receive his orig- 
inal number. 

Sec. 7. Fiscal Year. The fiscal year of 
the Association shall be the calendar year. 


Meetings 


Sec. 8. Annual Meetings. There shall 
be an annual meeting of the Association at 
such place and time as may be determined 
by the Executive Board. 

Sec. 9. Special Meetings. Special meet- 
ings of the Association may be called by 
the Executive Board, and shall be called by 
the president on request of fifty members of 
the Association. At least one month’s notice 
shall be given, and only business specified 
in the call shall be transacted. 


Nominations and Elections 


Sec. 10. (a) At least six months prior to 
the regular meeting of the Association the 
Executive Board shall appoint a committee 
of five, no one of whom shall be a member 
of the board, to nominate candidates for elec- 
tive positions to be filled. The committee 
shall nominate one or more persons for each 
position to be filled. They shall nominate 
candidates for the positions of president, first 
vice president, second vice president, treasurer 
and trustee; also for two members of the 
Executive Board for terms of four years each, 
and for five members of the Council for terms 
of five years each, and to fill vacancies. No 
person shall be nominated unless his consent to 
such nomination be previously obtained. The 
board shall also appoint a Committee on Elec- 
tion which shall have charge of the counting 
and tabulation of all votes cast at the regular 
election. 

(b) The report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee shall be published in the Bulletin at 
least three months prior to the regular meet- 
ing of the Association, and shall place such 
nominations before the Association on a 
printed ballot which shall be known as the 
“Official Ballot.” The Nominating Committee 
shall also include on such ballot other nomi- 
nations filed with the secretary by any fifteen 
members of the Association at least two 
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months before the regular meeting, provided 
written consent of these nominees be filed with 
such nominations. 

(c) At least six weeks prior to the regular 
meeting, the secretary shall mail a copy of 
the ballot to each of the members of the 
Association. Ballots shall be marked and re- 
turned to the secretary in sealed envelopes 
bearing on the outside the name and address 
of the member voting, together with the words 
Official Ballot. 

(d) The secretary shall check on a list of 
members the names of all members whose 
votes are received. The Committee on Elec- 
tion shall thereupon provide for the counting 
and tabulation of the mail votes but shall not 
make public the result thereof until the votes 
taken at the regular meeting shall have been 
also counted. Election shall be held at the 
regular meeting, at which ballots (each en- 
closed in an envelope, sealed and bearing the 
name and address of the member voting), may 
be cast by any members in attendance whose 
ballots by mail have not already been received 
and checked. The candidate receiving the 
largest number of votes shall be elected. In 
case of a tie vote the successful candidate 
shall be determined by lot. 

(e) The position and residence of each 
nominee shall be given on the Official Ballot. 


State Representation in Council 


Sec. 11. Each state, provincial, territorial 
association (or any association covering two 
or more such geographical divisions not hav- 
ing separate associations) which shall, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the by-laws of the 
Association, become a chapter of the A. L. A. 
shall be entitled to one delegate in the A. L. A. 
Council. 

Delegates shall be elected at meetings of 
the chapters, by the members of the chapter, 
to become members of the Council to serve 
until the next election of officers of the Asso- 
ciation. Terms of delegates shall be co- 
extensive with the term of the president of the 
Association. 

Delegates before exercising the privileges 
of membership in the Council shall file with 
the secretary of the Association satisfactory 
credentials of qualification. 

Sec. 12. There shall be at least two meet- 
ings of the Council annually. 
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CONSTITUTION H-9 


Chapters 


Sec. 13. State, territorial, or regional 
chapters of the American Library Association 
may be established by the Council at the 
written request of ten members of the A. L. A. 
residing in the territory within which the 
chapter is desired. 

Chapters may adopt their own constitution 
and by-laws if they are harmonious with the 
Constitution and by-laws of the A. L. A. 

Chapters may admit members who are not 
members of the A. L. A. 

A member of the A. L. A. who is also a 
member of more than one state or territorial 
chapter shall be accredited only to the chapter 
in the state in which he resides. 

Local chapters may be authorized by the 
Council, but such chapters shall not have 
representation in the Council. 

Chapters may be dissolved by the Council 
for good and sufficient reasons, and shall be 
dissolved if the chapter becomes inactive or 
the membership becomes less than the required 
minimum. 


Sections 


Sec. 14. A petition for the establishment 
of a new section should state clearly the pur- 
poses and the need of the proposed section. 
The petition should be signed by not less 
than fifty members of the A. L. A. who are 
engaged in the work of the proposed section, 
and who thereby signify their intention of 
becoming charter members of the section. 
Before such a petition be granted by the 
Council, it shall be referred to the standing 
committee of the Council, which shall investi- 
gate and report to the Council the desirability 
of such section. The Council shall have power 
to discontinue a section when, in the opinion 
of the Council, the usefulness of that section 
has ceased. 

Sec. 15. Sections may, if they so elect, 
charge annual dues, limit their own member- 
ship, issue publications, and in general carry on 
activities along the line of their own interest, 
accounting for their own funds solely to their 
own members. 

Sec. 16. No authority is granted any sec- 
tion to incur expense on behalf of the Asso- 
ciation or to commit the Association as such 
by any declaration of policy. 

Sec. 17. Provision shall be made by the 
Executive Board for sessions of the various 


sections at regular meetings of the Associa- 
tion, and the programs for the same shall be 
prepared by the officers of sections in con- 
sultation with the Program Committee. Ses- 
sions of sections shall be open to any member 
of the Association, but no person may vote 
in any section unless registered as a member 
of the same. The registered members of each 
section shall, at the final session of each annual 
meeting, choose officers to serve until the close 
of the next annual meeting. 

Sec. 18. There shall be a standing com- 
mittee of the Council consisting of four mem- 
bers, the chairman of which shall be the 
president of the Association, one member to be 
appointed each year by the president of the 
Association to serve for three years. The 
committee shall prepare outlines of matters 
for discussion at Council meetings, and shall 
mail them to the Council in advance of the 
meetings. 


Publications 


Sec. 19. The Executive Board shall ad- 
minister all publishing activities of the Asso- 
ciation. It shall appoint annually an Editorial 
Committee of five members of the Association, 
who are not employees thereof, to advise upon 
material for publication. The members thereof 
shall serve until their successors are appointed. 
The Executive Board shall make an annual re- 
port to the Association on its publishing ac- 
tivities. 

Committees 

Sec. 20. There shall be a Committee on 
Committees, which after conference with the 
president, shall recommend to the Executive 
Board the appointment or discontinuance of 
such committees, other than those provided by 
the Constitution and by-laws, as the needs of 
the Association may require. The Committee 
on Committees shall define the duties of all 
committees so to be appointed. All com- 
mittees shall be appointed annually and their 
members shall hold office until their successors 
are qualified or the committee is discontinued. 

Committees created by the Council or by 
its presiding officer upon the request of the 
Council are limited as to functions to con- 
sideration of or assistance in the business of 
the Council. 

Sec. 21. The Executive Board shall at each 
annual meeting of the Association appoint a 
committee of three on resolutions, which shall 
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prepare and report to the Association suitable 
resolutions. 


Votes by Correspondence 


Sec. 22. Approval in writing by a ma- 
jority of a board or committee shall have 
the force of a vote, provided not more than 
one member expresses dissent. If one mem- 
ber dissents, the vote shall not be effective 
until such member has had opportunity to 
communicate his views to the other mem- 
bers, and a second vote has been taken. If 
two members on the second mail vote dissent, 
the action shall fail. 


Privileges of Membership 


Sec. 23. The privileges and advantages of 
the A. L. A. conferences shall be available 
only to those holding personal membership or 
representing institutional membership in the 
Association or to members of affiliated go. 
cieties. 


Regional Meetings 


Sec. 24. The Executive Board may ar. 
range for regional meetings to include such 
chapters or library associations as it sees fit 
to group.

To publish books, periodicals, and pamphlets which will aid in the establishment of 
libraries, and which will aid trustees and librarians in rendering library service.

Institutional membership is five dollars per year. 


Contributing members are persons, institutions, or organizations paying twenty-five dollars 
annually. 


Sustaining members are persons, institutions, or organizations paying one hundred dollars 
or more annually. 


On payment of fifty dollars any individual member may become a life member. 


All applications for membership and remittances for dues should be sent to Membership 
Department, A. L. A. Headquarters.

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ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


There are five endowment funds, The En- 
dowment Fund, the Carnegie Endowment 
Fund, the Carnegie Corporation Endowment 
Fund, the James L. Whitney Fund, and the 
Oberly Memorial Fund. 

All these funds are under the control of the 
trustees, and the cash and securities are on 
deposit at the First Union Trust and Savings 
Bank, Chicago. The Endowment Fund capital 
account amounted to $51,950.67 on December 
31, 1931. This capital is increased from year 
to year by receipts from life memberships. 

The Carnegie Endowment Fund _ was 
created in 1902 by a gift of $100,000 from 
Andrew Carnegie. The income is used “for 
the preparation and publication of reading lists, 
indexes, and other bibliographical aids” which 
are thought to be “specially useful in circulat- 
ing libraries.” 

The Carnegie Corporation Endowment Fund 
was created by the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York under its Resolution B-367, en- 
titled “Ten-Year Program in Library Serv- 
ice.” This fund is invested chiefly in rails, 


public utilities, state and municipal bonds, and 
real estate mortgages. 

The capital account of the James L. Whitney 
Fund is being increased slowly under the 
terms of the will and the interest is added to 
the principal. It is hoped that the fund may 
increase so that it will eventually yield an in- 
come which will be of some slight assistance 
in the preparation of bibliographical aids for 
research workers. 

The Oberly Memorial Fund, originally a 
sum of $1,000 contributed by colleagues of 
Eunice Rockwood Oberly, late librarian of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, was turned over to 
the trustees of endowment funds in 1923, the 
income to be used biennially as an award to 
the compiler of the best bibliography on agri- 
culture or the natural sciences. 

A report covering the origin and purpose of 
the endowment funds appeared on pages 
239-44 of the June, 1928, Bulletin.
